It is the Council and the Council 
alone that can set a time limit for 
consideration, and this problem is 
and has bean placed in the hands 
of the Scholarship Chairman of 
the Council. If he wishes to avail 
himself at the Univeraito facilities 
in compiling his record* he may do 
so. But if he wishes separata list* 
for hUnself, this privile^ has bean 
socordad. 

A point overlooked by The 
Hatchet is that the lista givan to 
the Bagistrar are not nseasaarily 
oorreet for usy in awarding the 
cup as they may contain men and 
hour* that are good for compiling 
th* Unhrarsity records hut are not 
eliljble under Council rules. 

last year, as chairman of the 
sdiolarahip committaa, I conferred 
with the registrar and rscahrad his 
snggestlons. I asked for separate 
llsEi giving in detail the ihdMdnsl 
grades of each chapter. The chap- 
ter having the highest total was 
given th* award. 

The aeholatship cup is awarded 
at th* prom usnsuy given in 
March, baaed on the previous 
year's grade*. The only time limit 
that has been used and that is neo- 


essary is that set by Th* Chairmain 
so as to faeilitat* knowledge of 
the winner in time to arrange for 
the award. If the present Council 
wishes to set a time limit for com- 
ing awards it may do so, but under 
th* existing ruiea there is no pro- 
vision. ^
